AN  ORDINANCE 

Authorizing  tlie  Pliiladelphia,  Germantown  and  Norristown  Railroad  Com- 
pany to  erect  small  frame  buildings  on  their  road. 

Section  1.  Tlie  Select  and  Commoii  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Philadelphia,  Germantown 
and  Norristown  Railroad  Company  be  and  they  are  hereby 
authorized  to  erect  and  maintain  on  the  line  of  their  road  a 
temporary  frame  station-house,  not  more  than  twenty  feet 
square,  at  Columbia  avenue,  and  small  frame  houses,  not 
more  than  five  feet  square,  for  the  use  of  flag-men,  whenever 
the  said  company  may  be  required,  by  ordinance  of  the 
City,  to  have  flag-men  placed  on  their  said  road  :  Provided, 
That  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  not  go  into 
effect  until  the  said  company  comply  with  the  provisions  of 
an  ordinance  requiring  them  to  place  flag-men  upon  certain 
public  streets:  And  provided  further,  That  they  shall  be 
required  to  remove  said  buildings  on  thirty  days'  notice  by 
the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways,  and  that  the  said 
company  shall  pay  to  the  Treasurer,  for  the  use  of  the 
City,  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars  to  defray  the  expenses 
incurred  in  the  publication  of  this  ordinance.

AN  ORDINANCE 


To  authorize  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  to  contract  for  the  cleans- 
ing of  the  streets  of  the  City. 

Sectiox  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  for  the  purpose  of  cleansing 
the  streets,  lanes  and  alleys  of  the  City,  it  shall  be  divided 
into  two  districts,  viz.:  all  south  of  Market  street,  includ- 
ing Markft  street  and  West  Philadelphia,  to  be  called  the 
Southern  District  ;  all  north  of  Market  street  to  be  called 
the  Northern  District ;  and  that  the  Mayor  of  the  City  be 
and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  enter  into  con- 
tracts with  competent  persons  for  the  cleansing  of  the  streets 
of  said  districts,  and  the  removal  of  all  dirt,  garbage,  ofial, 
ashes,  dead  animals  and  other  refuse  matter  therefrom,  for 
five  years,  at  a  rate  of  charge  to  the  City  not  exceeding 
ninety-five  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  payable  monthly 
in  equal  portions,  after  said  work  is  performed.  Each  of 
the  said  contracts  shall  be  entered  into  with  two  or  more 
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good  and  sufficient  sureties  for  its  faithful  fulfilment  (to  be 
approved  by  Councils),  and  the  contract  shall  particularly 
specify  those  streets,  in  the  business  portions  of  City,  which 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  contractors  to  cleanse  twice 
in  each  week,  the  work  to  be  done  at  night,  or  between  the 
hours  of  six  o'clock,  P.  M.,  and  eight  o'clock,  A.  M.;  and  all 
other  paved  streets,  alleys,  courts,  lanes,  gutters  and  gutters 
under  railway  crossings  shall  be  cleansed  at  least  once  in 
each  week,  and  all  ashes,  garbage,  dirt  and  other  refuse 
matter  removed  therefrom,  and  the  inlets  to  all  public 
sewers  to  be  at  all  times  kept  clean  and  clear  of  all  obstruc- 
tions ;  and  the  execution  of  all  of  said  work  shall  be  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Chief  Inspector  of  Streets  and  the 
Joint  Committee  of  Councils  on  Cleansing  the  Streets : 
Provided,  That  if  in  the  opinion  of  the  Mayor,  upon  his 
own  information  or  upon  that  of  the  said  Chief  Inspector 
or  Joint  Committee,  there  shall  be  any  failure  on  the  part 
of  the  said  contractors  to  perform  all  the  requirements  of 
the  said  contracts,  the  Mayor  may,  by  written  notice  to  the 
said  contractor  or  contractors,  forthwith  and 'absolutely 
annul  the  said  contract  or  contracts,  information  whereof 
shall  be  communicated  to  Councils  at  their  next  stated 
meeting. 

Sec.  2.  One-twelfth  of  the  whole  amount  of  each  con- 
tract as  may  be  due  each  mouth  to  the  said  contractor  shall 
be  retained  by  the  Chief  Inspector  of  Streets  monthly,  to 
enable  him,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Committee  on 
Street  Cleansing,  to  perform  any  part  of  said  woVk  of 
cleansing  that  may  be  requisite  by  reason  of  any  default 
on  the  part  of  any  contractor  or  contractors. 

Sec.  3.  The  Chief  Inspector  of  Streets  shall  overlook 
and  supervise  the  work  of  the  contractors,  and  report  any 
neglect  on  his  part  to  the  Committee  on  Street  Cleansing, 
and  notify  the  contractor  or  contractors  of  his  or  their 
neglect.  If  after  such  report  and  notice  the  contractor  or 
contractors  shall  not  proceed  to  remedy  the  complaint;,  tlie 
Committee  on  Street  Cleansing  may  direct  the  Chief  In- 
spector of  Streets  to  perform  the  work  at  the  expense  of 
the  contractor  or  contractors  in  default,  the  cost  of  perform- 
ing the  same  to  be  paid  out  of  the  amount  heretofore 
authorized  to  be  retained.

Of  request  to  the  Legislature. 

Resolved,  that  the  Select  and  Coraraon  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelj^/ua  do  hereby  signify  their  approval  of  the  pro- 
posed Act  of  Assembly,  entitled  "  An  Act  supplementary 
to  an  act  to  incorporate  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  authoriz- 
ing the  improvement  of  Broad  street,  in  said  City,"  and 
most  respectfully  request  the  General  Assembly  of  Penn- 
sylvania to  enact  the  same  into  a  law,  as  follows: 

"An  Act  supplementary  to  an  act  to  incorporate  the 
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Cit}'  of  Philadelphia,  to  authorize  the  improvement  of 
Broad  street,  in  said  City." 

Wke7'eas,  For  the  uses  and  purposes  of  the  public,  and 
the  benefits  and  advantages  which  will  inure  to  them  bj 
making  and  forever  maintaining  Broad  street,  in  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  for  its  entire  length,  as  the  same  is  now 
opened,  or  may  hereafter  bo  opened,  the  principal  avenue 
of  said  City;  and  for  keeping  and  preserving  the  said 
street  .forever  free  from  and  unobstructed  by  railroad 
tracks  extending  along  the  same,  as  well  as  for  the  purpose 
of  enabling  and  authorizing  the  said  City  to  remove,  or 
cause  to  be  removed,  all  railroads  and  railway  tracks  and 
other  obstructions  laid  or  constructed  along  the  same,  and 
impairing  its  uses  for  public  purposes  as  aforesaid. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  Gommomvealth  of  Pennsylvania  in 
General  Assembly  met,  and  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority 
of  the  same,  That  the  City  of  Philadelphia  be  and  is  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  and  required  to  occupy  and 
appropriate  Broad  street,  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  for 
its  entire  length,  as  the  same  is  now  opened  or  may  here- 
after be  opened,  and  from  curb  to  curb  thereof,  except  as 
hereinafter  provided,  for  the  uses  and  purposes  of  a  public 
drive,  carriage-way,  street  or  avenue,  and  to  improve  the 
same  street,  or  portions  thereof,  from  time  to  time,  and 
in  whole  or  in  part,  with  such  mode  of  pavement,  paving, 
macadamizing,  gravelling  or  other  roadway,  as  may,  in 
the  judgment  of  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  said 
City,  be  best  adapted  to  and  for  the  uses  and  purposes 
aforesaid,  and  for  that  purpose  the  said  Councils  shall  have 
and  are  hereby  authorized  to  enact  such  ordinances  or 
resolutions,  with  such  conditions  or  stipulations  as  may  re- 
quire the  cost  of  said  improvements  to  be  paid  for  by  the 
owners  of  property  abutting  upon  said  street:  Provided^ 
That  so  much  of  Broad  street  as  lies  between  "Willow  and 
Prime  streets  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  operations  of  this 
Act  for  the  period  of  three  years  from  the  passage  hereof. 

Sec.  2.  The  said  City  of  Philadelphia  is  hereby  author- 
ized and  empowered  and  required,  for  the  uses  and  purposes 
aforesaid,  and  to  enable  the  said  street  to  be  so  occupied 
and  improved,  to  take  and  appropriate  all  the  estate,  rights, 
interest,  liberties,  easements,   franchises  and  property  of, 
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in,  to,  upon  or  along  the  said  street,  belonging  to  or  enjoyed 
by  any  private  owner  or  municipal  railroad  or  railway  cor- 
poration or  corporations  thereon  or  thereupon,  and  to  take 
up  and  remove  therefrom  from  time  to  time  all  railroads 
or  railway  tracks  or  other  obstructions  thereupon,  except 
such  tracks  as  cross  said  street,  first  causing  just  compen- 
sation to  be  made,  or  secured  to  be  made,  to  such  corpora- 
tion or  private  owners  out  of  money  voluntarily  subscribed 
by  the  citizens  of  said  City  for  that  purpose ;  and  if  the 
said  City  cannot  agree  with  such  corporation,  corporations 
or  private  owners,  upon  the  compensation  to  be  made,  or 
secured  to  be  made  as  aforesaid,  to  cause  a  petition  to  be 
presented  or  filed  in  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  the 
said  City  and  County  of  Philadelphia,  on  behalf  of  said 
City,  setting  forth  the  nature  and  kind  of  such  estate,  right, 
interest,  liberties,  easement,  franchise  or  property,  which 
such  corporation  or  private  owner  hath  or  claim  to  have,  of, 
in,  upon  or  along  said  street,  and  that  by  ordinance  or 
resolution  the  said  City  has  appropriated  the  same  for  said 
public  uses  and  purposes,  whereupon  the  Court  shall 
appoint  a  jury  of  five  freeholders,  residents  of  said  City, 
to  ascertain  and  report  to  said  Court  what  compensation 
such  corporation  or  private  owner  claiming  the  same  is 
entitled  to,  and  when  such  report  shall  be  affirmed  by  the 
Court,  upon  notice  to  such  corporation,  and  the  said  com- 
pensation paid  as  hereinafter  provided,  the  Chief  Commis- 
sioner of  Highways  shall  proceed  to  remove  and  take  up 
the  railroad  or  railway  tracks  or  obstructions  from  said 
street ;  and  the  proceedings  for  the  ascertainment  of  such 
compensation  or  damage,  where  not  otherwise  provided  for 
by  this  Act,  shall  be,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  General  Act  of  Assembly  relating  to  railroad  companies, 
approved  19th  February,  1849 :  Provided^  however,  That 
before  the  said  City  shall  actually  require  any  such  rights, 
estate,  interest,  liberty,  easement  and  property,  or  remove 
from  said  street  any  such  railroad  or  railway  tracks,  the 
amount  of  compensation  so  agreed  to  be  paid,  or  ascertained 
by  the  jury  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  contributed  and  paid  to 
such  corporation  entitled  to  the  same  out  of  money  volun- 
tarily subscribed  by  the  citizens  of  said  City  for  that  pur- 
pose. And  'provided,  further.  That  any  passenger  railway 
corporation  or  corporations,  which  may  have  the  right  under

existing  laws  to  occupy  the  whole  or  portions  of  Broad  street 
with  railway  tracks,  and  shall  and  will,  within  six  months 
after  the  passage  of  this  Act  relinquish  and  surrender  to 
the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  and  which  they  are 
hereby  authorized  to  do,  all  their  rights,  franchises,  and 
easements  thereupon  or  thereon,  between  Christian  street 
and  Columbia  avenue,  and  shall  and  will  covenant  and 
agree  with  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  for  and  on  behalf  of 
the  citizens  thereof,  not  to  use  or  permit  to  be  used,  upon 
their  railway  or  railways  upon  other  portions  of  said  street, 
steam  as  the  motive  power,  then,  in  consideration  thereof, 
such  passenger  railway  corporation  or  corporations  shall 
be  exempt  from  any  appropriation  of  their  corporate 
rights,  franchises,  and  easements  and  privileges  upon  said 
Broad  street,  between  Christian  street  and  League  Island, 
and  from  Columbia  avenue  northwardly,  under  the  provis- 
ions of  this  section. 

Sec.  3.  And  the  said  City  is  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered, for  the  uses  and  purposes  aforesaid,  and  to  enable 
the  said  street  to  be  occupied  and  improved,  to  take  aad 
appropriate  any  and  all  right,  title,  claim,  interest,  ease- 
ment, liberties,  privileges,  or  property  which  may  belong 
to  the  Philadelphia  and  Eeading  Eailroad  Company,  or 
which  the  said  Company  may  have  in  any  way  of,  in,  to, 
upon  or  along  said  street,  or  any  portion  thereof,  and  the 
railroad  belonging  to  said  City,  and  constructed  and  laid 
upon  said  street,  or  of,  in  or  to  any  use  of  said  railroad,  or 
any  right,  title,  or  claim  to  the  maintenance  and  continu- 
ance of  said  railroad  by  the  City,  and  to  remove  such  rail-

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portion  thereof,  as  provided  in  tlie  first  section  hereof,  and 
in  consideration  of  the  payment  of  the  cost  thereof  by  the 
owners  of  property  abutting  thereupon  as  aforesaid,  or 
upon,  and  in  consideration  of  the  contributions  and  pay- 
ments of  the  moneys  agreed  to  be  paid,  or  ascertained  hy  a 
jury  as  aforesaid,  no  person  or  persons  or  corporations  of 
any  kind,  nor  the  City  of  PhiLadelphia,  shall  at  any  time  here- 
after be  authorized  or  empo\vered  to  locate,  lay,  construct, 
or  maintain  any  railroad  or  railway  tracks  or  other  obstruc- 
tions prejudicial  to  the  uses  and  purposes  aforesaid,  along 
or  upon  said  street  or  any  portions  thereof,  (except  at 
the  intersection  of  streets,  and  for  the  purpose  of  crossing 
said  Broad  street) :  Provided,  nevertheless,  That  a  single  or 
double  track  passenger  railway  and  which  shall  not  be 
used  or  operated  hy  steam  power,  may  hereafter  be  autho- 
rized by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Pennsylvania,  upon  the  whole  or  portions  of  said  Broad 
street,  when  an  act  or  acts  for  that  purpose  shall  be 
approved  and  recommended  by  an  ordinance  of  the  Select 
and  Common  Councils  of  said  City  and  approved  by  the 
Mayor. 

Sec.  5.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  are

in  like  manner  to  require  any  railway  tracks,  hereafter  to 
be  laid  and  constructed  upon  Broad  street,  to  be  done  under 
the  direction  of  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  said  City,  in 
such  manner  as  shall  not  interfere  with  any  carriage  or 
roadway  or  boulevard  which  may  occupy  the  centre  portion 
of  said  street.  And  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent 
with  the  terns  and  provisions  of  this  Act  be  and  the  same 
are  hereby  repealed.

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A  SUPPLEMENT 

To  an  Ordhiance,  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  authorize  the  Mayor  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  to  contract  for  the  cleansing  of  the  streets  of  the  City." 

SECTioisr  1.  The  Select  and  Gomtnon  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  all  the  payments  to  be 
made  under  the  contracts,  to  be  entered  into  by  virtue  of 
the  Ordinance,  entitled  "  An  Ordinance  to  authorize  the 
Mayor  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  to  contract  for  the 
cleansing  of  the  streets  of  the  City,"  approved  March  2d, 
1866,  shall  be  payable  in  warrants,  drawn  by  the  Mayor 
upon  the  City  Treasurer,  in  equal  monthly  instalments  ; 
and  one-lrenth  of  the  amount  of  each  of  said  monthly  instal- 
ments, shall  be  retained  by  the  City,  to  be  appropriated  as 
hereinafter  directed  :  Provided,  That  when  the  sum  so  re- 
tained on  eacli  contract  shall  amount  to  five  thousand 
dollars,  the  remaining  payments  may,  at  the  option  of  the 
iMayor,  be  paid  in  full  as  they  shall  thereafter  become  due. 

Sec,  2.  The  Chief  Inspector  of  Streets  shall  overlook 
and  supervise  the  work  of  the  contractors,  and  report  any 
neglect  on  their  part  to  the  Mayor,  and  to  the  Committee 
on  Street  Cleansing,  and  notify  the  contractor  or  contrac- 
tors of  his  or  their  neglect.  If  after  such  report  and  notice, 
the  contractors  or  any  of  them  shall  not  immediately  rem- 
edy the  complaint,  the  Committee  on  Street  Cleansing  may 
direct  the  Chief  Inspector  of  Streets  to  perform  the  work 
at  the  expense  of  the  contractor  or  contractors  in  default, 
the  cost  of  performing  the  same  to  be  paid  out  of  the 
amount  heretofore  authorized  to  be  retained,  and  the  Mayor 
is  hereby  authorized  to  draw  Avarrants  for  that  purpose, 
on  presentation  of  the  bills  therefor  by  the  Chief  Inspec- 
tor of  Streets. 

Sec.  3.  The  contracts  to  be  drawn  by  virtue  of  the  said 
ordinance,  and  of  this  ordinance,  shall  contain  a  special 
provision  and  stipulation,  that  all  questions  and  matters  in 
dispute,  both  of  law  and  fact,  arising  under  said  contracts 
respectively,  shall  be  determined  by  the  Mayor,  and  his 
decision  upon  any  question  whatever,  relating  to  the  said 
contracts,  or  either  of  them,  or  to  the  performance  of  the 
same,  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  upon  the  parties  con- 
cerned. 
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Sec.  4.  All  Ordinances,  so  far  as  they  are  inconsistent 
herewith,  are  hereby  repealed.

approved  March  2d,  1866.

AN  OEDINANCE 


To  authorize  the  Mayor  to  contract  for  the  Cleansing  of  the  Streets  of  the  City. 

Whereas,  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  by  ordinance,  approved  March  2d,  and 
by  a  supplement  thereto,  approved  March  10th,  1866,  au- 
thorized the  Mayor  of  the  City  to  enter  into  contracts  for 
cleansing  the  streets  of  the  City,  upon  the  conditions  and 
specifications  therein  contained; 

And  whereas,  Certain  tax-payers  petitioned  the  Court  of 
Common  Pleas  for  an  injunction  to  restrain  the  Mayor  from 
the  full  execution  of  said  contracts  for  cleansing  the  City 
as  directed  by  said  ordinances ; 

And  lohereas,  The  said  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  having 
heard  the  argument  in  the  case,  did,  on  March  31st,  grant 
the  said  injunction  restraining  the  Mayor  from  the  execu- 
tion of  the  said  contracts,  and  declaring  the  said  ordinances 
illegal  under  the  provisions  of  the  "Act  of  Consolidation  ;" 

Ayid  whereas,  The  General  Assembly  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Pennsylvania,  in  view  of  all  the  circumstances 
in  this  case,  did  pass  an  act,  Avhich  was  approved  April 
4th,  1866,  entitled  "  A  further  Supplement  to  an  Act  to 
incorporate  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  approved  February 
2d,  1854,  relative  to  Street  Cleaning : 

Now,  therefore. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  for  the  purpose  of  cleans- 
ing the  streets,  lanes  and  alleys  of  the  City,  it  shall  be 
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divided  into  two  districts,  viz. :  all  south  of  Market  street 
including  Market  street  and  West  Philadelphia,  to  be  called 
the  Southern  District ;  all  north  of  Market  street  to  be 
called  the  Northern  District ;  and  that  the  Major  of  the 
City  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  enter 
into  contracts  with  Henry  Bickley  for  the  Southern  Dis- 
trict, and  with  John  L.  Hill  and  E,  Henry  Smith  for  the 
Northern  District,  for  the  cleansing  of  the  streets  of  said 
Districts  and  the  removal  of  all  dirt,  garbage,  offal,  ashes, 
dead  animals  and  other  refuse  matter  therefrom,  for  five 
years,  at  a  rate  of  charge  to  the  City  not  exceeding  ninety- 
two  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  payable  monthly  in 
equal  portions,  after  said  work  is  performed.  Each  of 
the  said  contracts  shall  be  entered  into  with  two  or  more 
good  and  sufficient  sureties  for  its  faithful  fulfilment  (to 
be  approved  by  Councils) ;  and  the  contract  shall  par- 
ticularly specify  those  streets,  in  the  business  portions 
of  the  City,  which  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  con- 
tractors to  cleanse  twice  in  each  week,  the  work  to  be  done 
at  night,  or  between  the  hours  of  six  o'clock,  P.  M.,  and 
eight  o'clock,  A.  M. ;  and  all  other  paved  streets,  alleys, 
courts,  lanes,  gutters,  and  gutters  under  railway  crossings 
shall  be  cleansed  at  least  once  in  each  week,  and  all  ashes, 
garbage,  dirt  and  other  refuse  matter  removed  therefrom, 
and  the  inlets  to  all  public  sewers  to  be  at  all  times  kept 
clean  and  clear  of  all  obstructions ;  and  the  execution  of 
all  said  work  shall  be  under  the  supervision  of  the  Chief 
Inspector  of  Streets  and  the  Joint  Committee  of  Councils 
on, Cleansing  the  Streets  :  Provided,  That  if,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Mayor,  upon  his  own  information,  or  upon  that  of 
the  said  Chief  Inspector  or  Joint  Committee,  there  shall 
be  any  failure  on  the  part  of  the  said  contractors  to  per- 
form all  the  requirements  of  the  said  contracts,  the  Mayor 
may,  by  written  notice  to  the  said  contractor  or  contractors, 
forthwith  and  absolutely  annul  the  said  contract  or  con- 
tracts, information  whereof  shall  be  communicated  to  Coun- 
cils at  their  next  stated  meeting :  Provided,  also,  That  the 
contractors  for  each  district  shall  give  security  in  the  sum 
of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  their  duties. 

Sec.  2.  That  ail  the  payments  to  be  made  under  the 
contracts,  to  be  entered  into  by  virtue  of  this  ordinance, 
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shall  be  payable  in  warrants,  drawn  by  tlie  Mayor  upon 
the  City  Treasurer,  in  equal  monthly  instalments ;  and 
one-tenth  of  the  amount  of  each  of  said  monthly  instal- 
ments shall  be  retained  by  the  City,  to  be  appropriated  as 
hereinafter  directed :  Provided,  That  when  the  sum  so  re- 
tained on  each  contract  shall  amount  to  five  thousand 
dollars,  the  remaining  payments  may,  at  the  option  of  the 
Mayor,  be  paid  in  full  as  they  shall  thereafter  become  due. 

Sec.  3.  The  Chief  Inspector  of  Streets  shall  overlook 
and  supervise  the  work  of  the  contractors,  and  report  any 
neglect  on  their  part  to  the  Mayor  and  to  the  Committee 
on  Street  Cleansing,  and  notify  the  contractor  or  contractors 
of  his  or  their  neglect.  If,  after  such  report  and  notice, 
the  contractors,  or  any  of  them,  shall  not  immediately 
remedy  the  complaint,  the  Committee  on  Street  Cleansing 
may  direct  the  Chief  Inspector  of  Streets  to  perform  the 
work  at  the  expense  of  the  contractor  or  contractors  in 
default,  the  cost  of  performing  the  same  to  be  paid  out  of 
the  amount  heretofore  authorized  to  be  retained  ;  and  the 
Mayor  is  hereby  authorized  to  draw  warrants  for  that  pur- 
pose on  presentation  of  the  bills  therefor  by  the  Chief 
Inspector  of  Streets. 

Sec.  4.  The  contracts  to  be  drawn  by  virtue  of  this 
ordinance  shall  contain  a  special  provision  and  stipulation, 
that  all  questions  and  matters  in  dispute,  both  of  law  and 
fact,  arising  under  said  contracts  respectively,  shall  be  de- 
termined by  the  Mayor,  and  that  his  decision  upon  any 
question  whatever,  relating  to  the  said  contracts,  or  either 
of  them,  or  to  the  performance  of  the  same,  shall  be  final 
and  conclusive  upon  the  parties  concerned. 

Sec.  5.  All  ordinances,  so  far  as  they  are  inconsistent 
herewith,  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ORDINANCE 

Regulating  the  Assessment  upon  Property  for  the  construction  of  Sewers. 

Whereas,  The  General  Assembly  of  the  State  did,  by  act 
approved  March  30,  1866,  direct  that  all  charges  and  rates 
to  be  made  by  the  city  of  Philadelphia  for  the  construction 
of  sewers,  shall  be  fixed  from  time  to  time  by  ordinance  of 
Councils ;  therefore, 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain^  That  whenever  any  sewers  or  drains 
shall  be  laid  in  any  of  the  streets  or  highways  within  the 
city  of  Philadelphia,  the  owners  of  the  ground  in  front 
whereof  the  same  shall  J5e  laid,  shall  pay  for  the  expense 
thereof  the  sum  of  one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  for  each 
foot  of  the  front  of  their  ground  upon  such  street :  Pro- 
vided^ That  on  all  corner  lots  an  allowance  shall  be  made  of 
one-third  the  length  of  one  of  their  fronts,  such  allowance 
to  be  always  and  only  on  the  street  or  highway  having  the 
longest  front,  and  no  claim  for  deduction  shall  thereafter  be 
considered  where,  by  change  of  property  lines,  the  allowance 
made  shall,  by  such  alteration,  be  placed  upon  the  short 
side.  In  case  both  fronts  are  equal  in  dimensions,  the  allow- 
ance shall  be  made  on  the  side  along  which  a  sewer  shall  be 
last  laid,  both  sides  having  a  sewer ;  and  in  cases  where  a 
full  block  is  unimproved,  the  depth  of  lot  for  computing  the 
allowance  shall  be  taken  as  half  the  length  of  block,  but  in 
no  case  shall  the  allowance  exceed  fifty  feet  on  any  corner 
lot. 

Sec.  2.  Upon  the  completion  of  any  sewer  or  drain,  it 
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shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Surveyor  and  Eegulator  of  the  dis- 
trict in  which  such  sewer  or  drain  may  be  located,  to  return 
to  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  bills  in  duplicate  made 
out  against  each  property  fronting  thereon,  in  accordance 
with  Section  1  of  this  ordinance,  and  assess  the  expense  of 
laying  such  sewer  or  drain  at  the  sum  hereinbefore  men- 
tioned against  the  several  owners  of  ground  fronting  on 
street  in  which  said  sewer  may  lie,  in  proportion  to  their 
respective  fronts,  which  bills  shall  be  recorded  and  certified 
to  by  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  and  sent  to  the 
Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways.  The  bills,  as  returned 
to  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  by  the  Surveyor  and 
Regulator,  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  plan  of  the  sewer, 
showing  its  position,  size  and  depth,  with  the  location  of  the 
inlets  and  man-holes,  and  also  the  properties  fronting 
thereon,  with  the  names  of  the  owners  thereof,  all  of  which 
must  be  on  file  and  duly  recorded  before  a  final  estimate  for 
the  construction  of  said  sewer  shall  be  signed  and  issued  by 
the  said  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

Sec.  3.  That  all  applications  for  the  construction  of 
sewers  or  drains,  not  exceeding  three  feet  in  diameter,  shalt 
be  made  by  owners  of  property  fronting  thereon  to  the 
Board  of  Surveyors,  and  shall  exhibit  a  list  of  all  the 
owners  of  property  fronting  upon  the  scAver  asked  for,  with  » 
the  dimensions  of  each  front ;  and  when  such  application 
has  been  apiproved  by  the  said  Board  and  sanctioned  by  the 
Committee  on  Surveys  and  Regulations,  notice  thereof  shall 
be  sent  to  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways,  who  shall 
at  once  advertise  for  the  construction  of  the  same,  and  allot 
the  wort  to  the  lowest  and  best  bidder,  giving  the  requisite 
security. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  a  condition  of  the  contracts  awarded 
under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  that  the  contractor 
shall  accept  assessment  bills  prepared  under  Section  2  of 
this  ordinance,  and  endorsed  by  the  Commissioner  of  High- 
ways in  favor  of  said  contractor,  as  so  much  cash  paid  by 
the  City  on  the  said  contract,  and  that  he  shall  collect  the 
same  at  his  own  cost  without  recourse  to  the  City  in  any 
event ;  and  the  better  to  enable  him  so  to  do,  he  may  use 
the  name  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  employ  all  leo-al 
remedies  or  proceedings,  whether  of  lien  or  otherwise,  to 
which  the  City  may  be  competent;    Provided^  That  said 
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contract  is  fulfilled  in  accordance  with  specification  furnished 
by  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  as  well  as  the  lines, 
levels  and  directions  given  by  the  Surveyor  and  Regulator 
of  the  district. 

Sec.  5.  Should  any  of  the  bills  of  assessment  so  prepared 
against  the  owners  of  property  upon  said  sewer  or  drain 
remain  in  possession  of  the  City  after  the  contract  for  its 
construction  shall  have  been  completed  and  final  estimate 
paid,  then  and  in  that  case  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  High- 
ways is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  proceed  to  collect 
the  same,  and  if  necessary,  through  the  City  Solicitor,  file 
claims  therefor  as  is  now  practised  and  allowed  by  law  for 
debts  due  the  City.  Bat  no  sewer  shall  be  contracted  for 
or  constructed  under  this  ordinance  where  the  amount  of 
assessment  bills  are  insufficient  to  pay  the  cost  thereof,  until 
an  appropriation  to  meet  the  deficiency  be  made  therefor  by 
Councils. 

Sec.  6.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  per- 
sons to  lay  a  sewer  or  drain  in  and  along  any  of  the  public 
highways  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  without  the  sanction 
^f  Councils  or  the  Board  of  Surveyors,  as  herein  provided ; 
and  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  so  infringe  upon  this 
ordinance,  whether  projector  or  builder,  shall  be  subject 
to  a  penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars,  to  be  collected  as 
debts  due  the  City  now  are,  or  may  be  hereafter  by  law 
recoverable. 

Sec.  7.  All  persons  owning  property  upon  the  line  of 
any  sewer  or  drain,  built  after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance, 
or  who  shall,  by  receipt  produced  or  otherwise,  show  that  he 
has  contributed  to  the  cost  of  constructing  the  sewir  front- 
ing his  property,  shall  have  full  authority  to  make  a  con- 
nection therewith  from  said  property  upon  obtaining  a 
permit  therefor  at  the  Department  of  Highways,  and  paying 
the  sum  of  three  dollars,  but  should  the  highways  be  not 
paved,  said  permit  shall  be  granted  without  other  charge 
than  is  authorized  in  ordinance,  approved  May  3d,  1855, 
relative  to  sewer  rental,  but  when  no  receipt  is  produced  or 
satisfactory  evidence  given,  that  the  cost  of  sewer  has  been 
contributed  to  by  the  property  owner,  then  the  charge  for 
gaid  connecting  permit,  shall  be  ten  dollars,  as  in  said  or- 
dinance specified :  Provided,  All  such  connections  be  made 
under  the  direction  and  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  sur- 
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veyor  and  regulator  of  the  district,  or  such  other  agent  of  the 
City  as  may  be  duly  authorized  by  Councils. 

Sec.  8.  That  in  all  cases  where  parties  are  desirous  of 
constructing  a  sewer  of  less  diameter  than  three  feet  in  a 
public  highway  at  their  own  expense,  application  therefor 
must  be  made  to  the  Board  of  Surveyors,  who,  if  approving, 
shall  determine  the  size  and  material  of  said  sewer,  and 
grant  authority  for  its  construction,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Committee  on  Surveys  and  Regulations :  Provided, 
The  party  so  applying,  shall  enter  into  an  agreement,  that 
the  said  sewer  shall  be  built  in  accordance  with  specifications 
prepared  at  the  Department  of  Surveys,  and  also  in  con- 
formity with  lines  and  levels  to  be  given  by  the  surveyor 
and  regulator  of  the  district,  and  shall  be  constructed  under 
the  directions  as  specified  in  ordinance  approved  June  20th, 
1863,  entitled  "An  Ordinance  reorganizing  the  Department 
of  Surveys  ;"  after  the  completion  of  which  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  said  surveyor  and  regulator  to  prepare  a  plan  of  said 
sewer  and  file  the  same  in  the  Department  of  Surveys,  as 
specified  in  Section  2  of  this  ordinance,  and  in  all  cases  where 
a  sewer  or  drain  has  been  so  constructed  and  the  plan  thereof,  ** 
with  its  cost,  has  been  filed  in  the  Department  of  Surveys, 
no  permit  shall  be  granted  by  the  Highway  Department  for 
a  connection  therewith,  to  any  party,  unless  he  shaJl  exhibit 
a  receipt,  showing  that  he  has  contributed  to  the  expense 
of  its  construction,  Avhich  prohibition  shall  be  null  and  void 
after  the  lapse  of  ten  years  from  the  date  of  filing  the  plan  ^ 
and  cost  in  the  Department  of  Surveys. 

Sec.  9.  That  the  ordinance,  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to 
provide  for  the  construction  of  braiich  culverts  or  drains," 
approved  April  ilth,  1858,  and  any  other  ordinance  or  parts 
of  ordinance  which  are  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

To  provide'for  tlie  expense  incurred  in  the  laying  of  pipes  for  the  conveyance 
of  water  in  and  through  the  streets  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Whereas,  The  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Pennsylvania  did  by  Act  approved  March  30,  1866, 
direct  that  all  charges  and  rates  to  be  made  by  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  for  the  laying  of  pipes  for  the  conveyance 
of  water,  shall  be  fixed  from  time  to  time  by  ordinance  of 
Councils :  Therefore, 

Section  1.  T/te  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Pliiladelphia  do  ordain,  That  whenever  any  pipes  for  the 
conveyance  of  water  shall  be  laid  in  any  of  the  streets  or 
highways  Avithin  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  the  owners  of 
the  ground  in  front  whereof  the  same  shall  be  laid,  shall 
pay  for  the  expense  thereof,  the  sum  of  one  dollar  for  each 
foot  of  their  ground  upon  such  street :  Provided,  Thot  on 
all  corner  lots  an  allowance  shall  be  made  of  one-third  the 
length  of  one  of  their  fronts,  but  such  allowance  shall  be 
always  and  only  on  the  street  or  highway  running  at  an 
angle  to  the  street  or  highway  in  which  pipe  shall  have 
been  previously  laid  and  paid  for;  but  in  np  case  shall 
the  allowance  exceed  fifty  feet  on  any  corner  lot. '  If  allow- 
ances have  been  made  on  corner  lots  previous  to  the  adop- 
tion of  this  ordinance,  and  not^  in  accordance  wdtli  its 
provisions,  the  same  shall  not  be  entitled  to  additional 
allowances. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  supplement  (approved  May  tenth, 
eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-five)  to  an  ordinance  approved 
January  twentj^-ninth,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-five,  en- 
titled "  An  Ordinance  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  ex- 
penses incurred  in  the  laying  of  the  pipes  for  the  conveyance 
of  water  in  and  through  the  streets  of  the  City,"  and  any 
other  ordinance  or  parts  of  ordinances  conflicting  with  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance,  be  and  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  o.  That  it  shall  be  obligatory  on  the  Chief  En- 
gineer of  the  Survey  Department  to  furnish  the  City  Con- 
troller with  a  statement  of  all  bills  for  the  laying  of  water 
pipes  in  any  street  or  streets  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
at  the  same  time  that  they  are  sent  to  the  Register  of  the 
Water  Department.  That  at  the  expiration  of  four  months 
from  the  time  the  Register  of  the  Water  Department  re- 
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ceives  the  bills  for  water  pipe,  he  shall  then  furnish  the 
City  Controller  with  a  statement  of  all  unsettled  bills  sent 
to  the  City  Solicitor  for  collection.

Wheeeas,  The  contract  made  by  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia with  John  L.  Hill  and  R.  Henry  Smith,  dated  April 
21st,  1866,  for  the  cleansing  of  the  streets  of  the  Northern 
District  of. the  City  has  been  annulled  :  Now — 

Sectiox  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  tlie  City 
of  PhiladclpJiia  do  ordain,  That  the  Mayor  be  and  he  is 
hereby  authorized  to  enter  into  a  contract  with  a  compe- 
tent person  or  persons  for  the  cleansing  of  the  Northern 
District  of  the  City  for  a  term  of  not  more  than  five  years 
from  the  date  thereof,  at  a  rate  of  charge  to  the  City  not 
exceeding  sixty  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  payable  in 
equal  monthly  portions  after  said  work  is  performed.  The 
said  contract  shall  be  entered  into  with  two  or  more  good 
and  sufficient  sureties  for  its  fliithful  performance  (the  said 
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sureties  to  be  first  approved  by  Councils) ;  and  the  con- 
tract shall  particularly  specify  those  streets  in  the  business 
portions  of  the  City  which  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said 
contractor  or  contractors  to  cleanse  twice  in  each  week, 
the  work  to  be  done  at  night,  or  between  the  hours  of  six 
o'clock  P.  M.  and  eight  o'clock  A.  M.,  and  all  other  paved 
streets,  alleys,  courts,  fanes,  gutters,  and  gutters  under 
railway  crossings,  shall  be  cleansed  at  least  once  in  each 
week,  and  all  ashes,  garbage,  dirt  and  other  refuse  matter 
removed  therefrom,  and  the  inlets  to  all  public  sewers  to 
be  at  all  times  kept  clean  and  clear  of  all  obstructions  ;  and 
the  execution  of  all  of  said  work  shall  be  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Chief  Inspector  of  Streets  and  the  Joint  Com- 
mittee of  Councils  on  Cleansing  the  Streets  :  Provided,  That 
if  in  the  opinion  of  the  Ma3-or,  upon  his  own  information,  or 
upon  that  of  the  said  Chief  Inspector  or  Joint  Committee, 
there  be  any  failure  on  the  part  of  the  said  contractor  or 
contractors  to  perform  all  the  requirements  of  the  said 
contract,  the  Mayor  may,  by  written  notice  to  the  said 
contractor  or  contractors,  forthwith  and  absolutely  annul 
the  said  contract.  Information  thereof  shall  be  communi- 
cated to  Councils  at  their  next  stated  meeting. 

Sect.  2.  That  all  the  payments  to  be  made  under  the 
contract  to  be  entered  into  by  virtue  of  this  Ordinance

From  the  Delaware  river  at  League  Island  to  Washing- 
ton (late  Prime)  street,  and  from  Willow  street  to  Fisher's 
lane,  and  that  the  said  portions  of  Broad  street  shall  be 
paved  and  macadamized,  with  dimensions  and  in  manner 
as  follows,  to  wit :

Section  1.   The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.

Section  2.  The  said  tax  to  be  levied  for  the  year  1867,  as 
one  City  and  County  tax,  and  is  hereby  voted  for  the  follow- 
ing objects  for  the  said  year,  viz. : 

Items. 

1.  For  the  relief  and  employment  of  the  poor,  the  sum  of 
seventeen  (17)  cents. 

2.  For  the  public  schools,  the  sum  of  fifty-eight  (58)  cents. 

3.  For  lighting  the  City,  the  sum  of  twenty-eight  (28)  cents. 

4.  For  the  payment  of  the  interest  on  the  funded  debt  and 

for  the  Sinking  Fund^  the  sum  of  one  (1)  dollar  and 
fifty-four  (54)  cents. 

5.  For  the  care  of  the  public  highways,  the  sum  of  twenty 

(20)  cents. 

6.  For  supply  of  water,  the  sum  of  twenty-one  (21)  cents. 

7.  For  the  police,  the  sum  of  thirty-seven  (37)  cents. 

8.  For  the  care  of  the  City  property,  the  sum  of  six  (6) 

cents. 

9.  For  the  Department  of  Fire,  the  sum  of  seven  (7)  cents. 

10.  For  the  prisons,  the  sum  of  seven  (7)  cents. 

11.  For  the  department  of  City  Commissioners,  the  sum  of 

eleven  (]  1)  cents. 

12.  For  street  cleansing,  the  sum  of  seven  (7)  cents. 

13.  For  the  remaining  expenses  of  the  municipality,  the  sum 

of  twenty-seven  (27)  cents. 

And  said  amounts  are  hereby  declared  to  be  appropriated 
for  said  objects,  subject  to  further  direction  by  Ordinance; 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  to  cause  to 
be  printed  on  the  tax  bills  the  rates  voted  for  the  objects 
hereinbefore  mentioned. 

Section  3.  On  all  such  portions  of  assessed  property 
marked  "rural,"  only  two-thirds  of  the  tax  shall  be  levied; 
and  no  part  of  that  set  apart  for  the  relief  and  employment 
of  the  poor  shall  be  levied  on  the  assessed  property  situate 
in  the  wards  where  houses  for  the  accommodation  of  the  poor 
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are  provided,  as  required  bj  the  eigliteentli  section  of  the 
Act  of  February  2,  1854. 

Section  4.  That  in  pursuance  of  the  power  vested  in  the 
Councils  of  Philadelphia  by  "A  further  supplement  to  an  act 
to  incorporate  the  City  of  Philadelphia,"  approved  April  17, 
1861,  there  shall  be  the  following  alloAvance  made  to  the 
payers  of  taxes,  and  penalty  added  for  the  non-payment  by 
the  Receiver  of  Taxes,  to  wit :  at  the  rate  of  tv.elve  per  cent, 
per  annum  from  the  date  of  the  payment  until  the  first  day 
of  January,  if  paid  before  the  first  day  of  September  ;  if  paid 
after  the  first  day  of  September,  and  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  October,  an  addition  of  one  per  cent.,  and  if  not  paid 
until  after  the  first  day  of  October,  then  an  addition  of  two 
per  cent,  shall  be  added  to  and  payable  on  the  same ;  and  if 
not  paid  until  after  the  first  day  of  December,  then  an  addi- 
tion of  three  per  cent,  shall  be  added  to  and  payable  on  the 
same.
